Bad as the Russian military p os­ 
ition is—and the danger of a nazi

itely stand the strain. 
He will 
have to slow down and in the not 
distant future he will be fit game 
for a smashing Russian counter­ 
offensive. 
In short, so long as the Bolshe­ 
vists can continue their p resent 
fierce resistance, and effect with­ 
drawals to fresh p ositions without 
breaking their line, the territory 
which they abandon may p rove to 
be the trap which will catch H it­ 
ler.

The indictments said he obtained 
$300 from two men and $350 from 
another, “by p retending he did 
have p ower and authority to con­ 
trol the emp loy ment of trucks and 
truck drivers in connection with” 
the construction of the huge gov­ 
ernment-financed p rojects. 
The

two 
indictments 
charged 
consp iracy 
to 
obtain 
money under false p retenses. 
Attorney General George F. Bar­ 
rett, who took a leading p art in 
the investigation of Ziller, was not 
in court when the indictments were 
returned by the McLean county 
grand jury . 
Ziller and Zep ha Gullion in one 
consp iracy i n di c t m e n t were 
charged with getting $25 each 
from Iroq uois 
county residents 
who wanted jobs as laborers at the 
munitions p lants south of Joliet. 
That indictment, containing nine 
counts, did not identify the Iro­ 
q uois county residents alleged to 
have dealt with the men. 
Organized Club 
The other consp iracy indictment 
charged that Ziller and 
Russell 
Brandt and John Meints, both of 
Weston, organized 
the 
Weston 
Democratic club last July so that 
dues of $25 
a y ear could be col­ 
lected from the members. 
While the grand jury charged 
that the club ex isted only for the 
collection of dues, it did not al 
lege that men who got ordnance 
p lant jobs through Ziller 
were 
coerced into joining. 
Circuit Judge William E. Rad- 
liff discharged the 
grand 
jury , 
which met only ten minutes this 
morning. 
It had been recalled in

Axis U-Bcats Sink 
Two More Ships 
in W est Atlantic 


( B y Th e Asso cia ted Press) 
The ax is U-boat camp aign in the 
western Atlantic added two more 
ship victims to its long list as the 
Navy announced today 
the sink­ 
ing of two medium-sized 
United 
States merchant vessels, 
one in 
the Atlantic off the coast of South 
America, the other in the Gulf of 
Mex ico. 
The sinkings brought the unof­ 
ficial Associated Press 
comp ila- 
ton of allied and neutral wartime 
ship losses to 375 since Pearl H ar­ 
bor. The Navy said that 27 men of 
the 42-man crew aboard the ship 
sunk in the Gulf July 9 p erished, 
the remainder of the crew reach­ 
ing a Gulf coast p ort safely . For­ 
ty -eight 
survivors of 
the 
mer­ 
chantman sunk in the Caribbean 
late the night of June 20 p ut in at 
an east coast p ort, with only the 
radio op erator, whose name 
was 
not known at the p ort, missizg. 
Two torp edoes crashed into the 
p ort side of the vessel sunk in the 
Gulf while it was ly ing 
blacked 
out close to shore on a moonless 
night. Five men were on lookout, 
and the enemy sub neither surfac­ 
ed nor shelled the ship , survivors 
who landed 
at Gulf 
coast p ort 
said. 
In the Atlantic sinking on June 
20, something 
jammed 
against 
the ship ’s whistle causing her to 
go down with an eerie shriek of 
farewell. 
Witho ut Warning 
A torp edo struck at 10:20 p . m., 
the skip p er said, and added that 
the vessel sank within 12 minutes. 
’ 
Cap t. Peter Winsens said there 
was no warning of the attack and 
the submarine surfaced and p lay ­ 
ed a searchlight on the lifeboats, 
but did not 
commmunicate with 
the survivors. 
He and 13 others 
went 330 miles in five day s. 
All but nine of a total of 38 1 
p assengers and 
crewmen aboard 
a torp edoed American merohant- 
man survived 
the sinking ©f the 
ship two weeks 
ago 
desp ite the 
fact it foundered so rap idly they 
literally step p ed over the sid* into 
the sea. 
This sinking, Involving the larg­ 
est number of p ersons on ar.y ves­ 
sel known to have been sunk in the 
western Atlantic since the subma­ 
rine camp aign began 
there, was 
one of four attacks announced by 
the Navy y esterday . 
Fifty -one of the 372 survivors of 
this ship were injured. Their ves­ 
sel went down within 
four min­ 
utes after the torp edo struck. 
Passengers 
landed at 
an east 
coast p ort said they owed their 
lives to the bravery and efficiency 
of the 
crew of 48 which help ed 
them debark with a minimum of 
confusion while the ship was going 
down 400 miles off the coast.

of th e Am erican Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
By m aking more th an 500 g ra­ 
ph ic records of th e electrical cur­ 
ren t produced by muscles in ac­ 
tion. two ph y sicians substan tiated 
th is part of th e once unaccepted 
teach in gs of Miss Elizabeth Kenny . 
Th e proof was announced by 
Dr. R. Plato Sch w artz and Dr. 
H arry D. Bouman of th e U niver­ 
sity of Roch ester sch ool of medi­ 
cine and den tistry , Roch ester, N. 
Y., wh ose study was sponsored by 
th e National Foundation for In ­ 
fantile Paraly sis. 
Until recently , most ph y sicians 
treated poliomy elitis in its acute 
stage by 
immobilization, 
using 
splints and oth er devices to pre­ 
vent movement of arm s, legs and 
oth er affected parts. 
Instead. Miss Kenny ’s meth od 
is to apply h eat and sta rt passive 
exercise to th e affected parts. Th e 
medical profession, after numerous 
good results from h er meth od, now 
recognizes its value but th ere h ad 
been no previous laboratory evi­ 
dence verify ing th at muscle spasm 
is an in tegral part of acute polio­ 
my elitis. 
Tested Seven Patien ts 
Miss Kenny , wh o came to th e 
United States to dem on strate h er 
meth od, contended th a t th e affect­ 
ed muscles in acute infantile par­ 
aly sis 
were 
in 
spasm. 
Such 
spasm s involve involuntary con­ 
traction s 
of 
muscles, 
including 
tw itch ings, irritability to stretch ­ 
ing and continuous con traction of 
some muscle fibers. 
Th e ph y sicians tested seven pa­ 
tien ts with acute poliomy letis and 
found th at spasm n ot only exists 
in th e muscle opposite th e muscle 
weakened by th e disease (known 
as th e an tagon istic m uscle), but 
also exists in th e weakened mus­ 
cle itself—and in muscles in parts 
of th e body th a t sh owed no oth er 
evidence of th e disease. 
Th ey emph asized th at th eir tests 
certify in g th e presence of spasm 
did n ot sh ow w h eth er th e spastic­ 
ity caused weakening of th e m us­ 
cle or is merely an oth er conse­ 
quence of infantile paraly sis. 
Alth ough meth ods of preventing 
th e disease h ave not been discov­ 
ered verification of th e presence 
of spasm explained wh y th e Ken­ 
ny meth od results in th e benefits 
th at h ave been observed.

Evidently the lads are interested 
in off-shore fishing along the A t­ 
lantic coast, Dawson noted for fu­ 
ture consideration.

It was clear, also, tha t if his a t­ 
tack onward from Voronezh could 
reach the little railroad town of 
Povorino, it would present a much 
more serious threat to Timoshen­ 
ko, for there his supply route run-i 
ning around 
through 
Stalingrad 
could b e cut. 
Furtherm ore, if the nazi 
thrust 
down the Don reached 
Stalingrad 
b efore it spent itself, the vital Vol­ 
ga oil and supply route would 
b e 
gone and nothing would b e left ex ­ 
cept the A strakhan route. 
Even 
so, all 
would 
not necesarily 
b e 
lost. 
While the southern arm y would 
then b e completely cut off, Rus­ 
sian fighting ab ility in such cir­ 
cum stances is widely respected. 
A counterattack b y the southern 
and central arm ies straight across 
Hitler’s salient to join them again 
and leave his advance forces sur­ 
rounded, would 
still b e 
a possi­ 
b ility.

Modified Embargo 
on Shipping Wheat 
Into Kansas C i t y 


Kansas City, July 16— ( AP) — 
T hreat of a millers strike and lack 
of storage 
space 
prompted the 
Board of Trade to clamp a modi­ 
fied emb argo on all shipm ents of 
w heat into K ansas City, the na­ 
tion’s largest w inter w heat term i­ 
nal. 
The order, effective last mid­ 
night, requires a Board of Trade 
perm it for every carload of w heat 
shipped here, whether for storage 
or for sale on the open m arket. 
It is the first such emb argo ever 
ordered in K ansas City. 
Storage 
shipm ents 
were 
re­ 
stricted last year, b ut free w heat 
—tha t intended for sale on the 
open m arket—was 
not 
affected 
then. 
A special 
com mittee 
of 
the 
i Board of Trade will gauge the 
| dally needs of the grain m arket 
and issue 
perm its 
accordingly. 
Perm its likely will b e issued for 
around 200 cars daily, less than a 
fifth of the normal shipm ents for 
this time of the year. 
Storage Spaces Filled 
A huge carryover, 630.000.000 
b ushels lor the nation, has filled 
up 
all 
of 
the 
storage 
space 
throughout the grain b elt. 
F arm ­ 
ers are storing w heat in their liv­ 
ing q uarters, in automob iles, ho­ 
tels and schools, and much of it 
is just piled up on the ground 
ex posed to the weather. 
Comb ined w ith 
the 
storage 
emergency .the grain industry re­ 
ceived a threat of a 
strike b y 
workers in seven 
K ansas 
City 
flour mills unless wages w'ere in­ 
creased. 
How'ard L. Rizer, b usi­ 
ness agent for the Flour and Cer­ 
eal W orkers Union, said the union 
had rejected an offer of five cents 
an hour increase. 
N either the present scale nor 
the union's requested increase was 
disclosed. 
The union delayed ac­ 
tion until tomorrow. 
In W ashington, the Association 
of American Railroads announced 
an emb argo on movement of cash 
grain to Chicago and Kansas City 
m arkets “to prevent the use of b ox 
cars for warehouses”. 
The association said tha t under 
the emb argo, no cash gram will 
b e moved to Chicago or Kansas 
City without a perm it from a com­ 
m ittee representing 
the 
grain 
trade and cooperating with the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture and the 
railroads, unless the shipper can 
show the carrying railroad that it 
can b e unloaded promptly.

J enette's 
searching 
party. 
They saw a light on a 
distant dune, but when they got 
there they could find nothing in 
the dark. 
Cullen and Barnes returned to 
the station where Cullen insisted 
on getting the bribe money out 
of his hands. 
Barnes made out 
a 
receipt for the money and it was 
at that tim e they discovered that 
it consisted of two $50 bills, five 
$20 bills, and six $10 bills—$260. 
Engines Heard Again 
They returned to the search of 
the dunes. 
At 
this 
time 
they 
heard 
the 
chugging 
of engines 
again. 
As Barnes said, “ it started 


with a roar and then became a 
steady Diesel throb. The boat wrent 
in an easterly direction.”

The senate voted yesterday to

as his “ rock bottom ” figure. 
It also retained a ban against 
using OPA funds for subsidies to 
business to enforce prfce ceilings. 
But it let Henderson retain a 
free hand in m aking appointm ents 
and removed some proposed new 
restrictions on his authority to fix 
price ceilings for processed farm 
commodities. 
On the farm price qeustion it 
merely restated existing law pro­ 
viding that farm prices could not 
be fixed below 10 per cent of par­ 
ity (the purchasing pow'er farm 
com m odities had in 19 09 -14) and 
that price ceilings for processed 
farm com m odities reflect this 110 
per cent of parity to the original 
grow'er. 
The senate expected to reach 
a final vote on the bill today.

Leonski, the officer said, told 
him he had m et Miss Hosking on 
the street in the rain and asked to 
w'alk under her umbrella. 
A fter accompanying her home, 
Leonski requested Miss Hosking to 
show him the w'ay back to camp 
and she went part of the way W’ith 
him, the officer said. 
“ He told us she turned back, and

The governor indicated he k new 
of no way in which the prison 
plants, 
including clothing, 
fur­ 
niture and meal work ing shops, 
could be utilized ex cept by statu­ 
tory amendment, in view of the 


Barrett opinion. 
Placing the is­ 
sue before the legislature would 
be the “logical step”, the govern­ 
or said. 
The general 
assembly 
does not convene in regular ses­ 
sion until nex t January .

Atty . Gen. Barrett 
Makes New Charges 
Against U. 1. Bo ard 


Decline» to

ilx-mcmth-old controversy between 
Attorney General George F. B ar­ 
rett and the University of Illinois 
waa « tirred today by additional 
chargee hurled 
at school officials. 
The attorney general in a let­ 
ter last night declined to appear 
before 
the 
university’s 
ad­ 
visory committee to 
air 
recent 
charges that the school’s adm in­ 
istrative branch was "shot through 
ird through with politics.” 
In his letter to the committee's 
chairman. Benjamin 
F. Aff.eck, 
Barrett declared: 
1. T hat University 
President 
Arthur Cutts W illard desired to 
UM the advisory committee as a 
vehicle for a draft movement to 
retain him as president when he 
reaches the retirem ent age next 
year. 
2. T hat Homer M at Adams, s 
university trustee, had been re­ 
ceiving ¿3,800 as assistant to the 
Illinois Director of the Office of 
Government Reports. 
B arrett’s attack on Adams was 
similar to the one on Sveinbjom 
Johnson, who the attorney general 
laid '‘illegally’* held the position 
of state director of 
OGR 
while 
serving as university counsel. An 
OGR spokesman reported Tuesday 
night Johnson had resigned 
his 
federal position. 
Johnson, however, declared last 
night he had not resigned because 
of B arrett's charges, but said the 
Office of W ar Inform ation was 
taking over the work of the OGR. 
Jo hnso n Denies Resignatio n 
"R eports that I have resigned 
are incorrect,” Johnson asserted. 
"The position of state director has 
been abolished and the Chicago 
OGR office is to be closed.” 
B arrett in his letter said "it is 
obvious that the advisory commit­ 
tee is in no position to conduct a 
fair and im partial investigation of 
the m atters in controversy.” 
He declared that while he had 


"great respect for the integrity 
of many of the advisory committee 
members, the comm ittee's purpose 
was to “whitewash the actions of 
President A rthur C. W illard John­ 
son and other Democratic members 
of the board of trustees.” 
The university board of trus­ 
tees, which asked 
the 
advisory 
committee to investigate B arrett s 
charges June 20? 
also 
requested 
five educational agencies to de­ 
termine the "truth or falsity” of 
the politics charges and "to re­ 
port to the public” on their find­ 
ings. 
B arrett asserted three members 
of the advisory' committee. Merle 
J. Trees, Mrs. Glenn E. Plumb and 
Oscar Mayer, were trustees when 
the questions in 
dispute 
arose, 
and that another member, W alter 
Fisher, was attorney for Johnson. 
A censes Prexy W illard 
“I am reliably informed,” he 
said, "that the real purpose for 
the appointm ent of the advisory 
committee was W illard’s desire to 
use it as a vehicle for 
a 
draft" 
movement to retain him as presi­ 
dent when he reaches the retire­ 
ment age of 65 next year.” 
B arrett said Trustee Adams was 
In charge of the OGR 
office 
in 
Springfield, and added: 
“A fter discovering tha t Adams 
was on the federal payroll it be­ 
comes obvious why the Democratic 
members of the board fought so 
furiously to hold Johnson. 
They 
were, in fact, holding in contact 
a vicious circle. They were fight­ 
ing to m aintain the two-job system 
for Johnson and thus protect a 
payroll for a fellow trustee, and 
they were working under orders 
from the Democratic machine in 
Illinois to protect both Johnson’s 
and Adams’ jobs as Democratic 
patronage.” 
Adams, 31, who 
was 
elected 
trustee in 
1936 
and 
has 
been 
president of the Young Democratic 
Clubs of America, said he had been 
m anager of the Springfield OGR 
office since Feb. 2 at the salary 
B arrett stated, but he asserted he 
has no other source of income as 
he receives only expenses for act­ 
ing as trustee and has not been 
active in his law practice. He said 
he did not plan to resign his OGR 
post and did not know u'hat his 
status would be when the Office of 
W ar Inform ation completes its ab­ 
sorption of OGR.
